By 
morning they are simple guajiros, 
growing tobacco. 
Housewives form a conga line 
and snake through a town, shout­

deliberately

place blueprints and. just as de­

Typists in government offices 
become all thumbs. Guajiros re­ 
fuse to cut sugar cane.

death He was on his way home 
and someone

This is the great untold story 
of (hiba today. It comes from 
Cuban exiles, from U.S. Intelli­ 
gence officials, and from what 
the 
Intelligence 
officials 
call 
"third sources—governments that 
still maintain embassies in Ha­ 
vana ” They differ on details, but 
on the basic fact they're in com­ 
plete accord. 
After more than foiu- years, de­ 
spite liis G-2, despite his militia, 
despite his regular army, despite 
the (irpsence of Russian troops. 
Fidel Castro has not been able 
to crush the resi.stance to his dic­ 
tatorship. 'I'he resistance suffered 
the 
worst 
blow to its morale 
since the fiasco in the Bay of 
Pigs when the Kennedy admini.s- 
tration cracked down on hit-and- 
mn raids from Florida. 
Many 
Cubans wiio had been working in 
the underground until then aban­ 
doned the struggle in despair. 
Nevertheless, tens of thousands 
remain at war with the dictator. 
And they have the support of 
angry millions. 
Some are fighting with guns and 
machetes, 
dynamite 
and 
phos­ 
phorus; others, with sabotage and 
slowdowns: .«till others, simply by 
failing to show up for work in 
the morning. Publicly. F'idel dis­ 
misses them as "worms." Actu­ 
ally. they are driving him crazy. 
To his dismay, Fidel no longer 
can fully trust his militia to fight 
hack. Fllarly this year, he started 
rationing ammunition to his mili­ 
tia because he'd discovered that 
many of the militiamen were giv-

Some drugs such as barbitu­ 
rates may help to soothe both the 
nerves and the bowei.

It, as a result of treatment. >ou 
find that you liave become con­ 
stipated you .should u.se an enema 
of eight ounces of plain warm 
water held for at least five mtn- 
iitcs before passing. In addition 
you should cautiously add a small 
portion of cooked green vegetable 
or cooked fruit to your daily diet. 
The amount can be gradually 
increased as you continue to im­ 
prove but at the first sign of a 
recurrence of spasms go back to 
a bland diet. 
Some people have had to follow 
a rigid diet for years to keep 
the spasms under control because 
of a difficult situation at home 
or at work that cannot be readily 
resolved. That’s why, if you can’t 
learn to control your emotions a.s 
an adult, it is doubly important 
that you seek help in teaching 
your cliildren to control theirs. 
After all. you wouldn’t want them 
to go through life with colitis, too.

of a leader to arise, a man with 
the charisma of Fidel, who can 
unite the resistance behind him 
.Another is tiic effectiveness of 
F^idel’s G-2: it’s safer to keep the 
groups small. 


A third reason is the refusal 
of the United States Government 
to give the resistance more than 
dibs and dabs of support. Says a 
U.S. Intelligence official; “ If our 
government sent arms, ammo and 
explosives into Cuba, the wJiole 
island would blow up.

Humphrey predicted that Khrushchev will 
now use the issue in his ideolog ical strug g le 
with the Chinese Reds 
He will be able to 
arg ue tliat the Chinese have deserted the 
Communist campaig n for peace. 
“ Khrushchev has trafiped the Chinese Com­ 
munists into coming out ag ainst a test ban. 
which puts them on the side of death and 
destruction.” observed the Minnesota senator. 
He also told the Stockliolm g athering that 
Russia doesn’t have the means to continue 
both the arms race and economic develop­ 
ment. 


Khrushchev and Humphre.v 


During his own marathon discussion with 
Khrushchev in 1968, he recalled that he had 
warned the prem ier; "You have had it easy 
the past few y ears with the Republicans run­ 
ning the United States. When my crowd takes 
over, we are g oing to run you rig ht out of the 
ball park.’’ 
True to his prediction. Hum i^rey said that 
President Kennedy had stepped up spending 
on missiles, arm s, and economic projects. 
This had forced Khrushchev to choose wheth­ 
er to speed up his own military prog ram at 
the expense of economic development. 
“We have the means to indulg e in both tiie^ 
arms race and economic development.” Hum­ 
phrey told the liberal leaders. “The Russians 
don’t.” 
British labor leader Harold Wilson was 
skeptical, however, about America’s economic 
streng th 
He recalled that Britain had tried 
to finance world development in the 1900s 
but that tiie drain had been tix> g reat. The 
United Stales, he said, was now discovering 
the same problem. 
"No country is rich enoug h any long er to 
he the world’s banker,“ he said. 
Wilson sug g ested that an international com­ 
bine should finance the undeveloped countries, 
establishing international credits, rather than 
rely ing on a sing le country . 
T^e g roup ag reed to appoint a committee, 
representing the United States, Britain, Ger­ 
many , and Scandinavia, to study the frea 
world’s economic problems. The liberal lead­ 
ers will g ather ag ain in Germany at the end

Q—I am W y ears old 
Tlie 
lymph nodes on the rig ht side of 
my neck g et swollen and sore 
.After several day s this clears up 
but it alway s comes back ag ain 
later What causey this and what 
should I do’’ 
A—The ly mph nodes all over 
the body act as a screen or sieve 
lo trap disease g erms and keep 
them from spreading to vital or­ 
g ans. Whenever infection is stop­ 
ped in a ly mph node, the node 
itself becomes liard and sore. The 
ly mph nodes in the neck receive 
blood and ly mph from all parts 
of the head. Often when one of 
these nodes is tender it is im­ 
possible to find a sore on the 
scalp, in no.se, or in the mouth. 
Canker sores and fever blisters 
almost alway s cause soreness in 
these ly mph 
node.« . When the 
source of the infection clears up 
the ly mph ncxie returns to nor­ 
mal. If the source can be found 
it should be treated. If not and 
the soreness in the ly mph node is 
severe you can apply hot towels 
for 20 to 30 minutes, two or three 
times aday .

Continuous overwork 
in the last three months of preg ­ 
nancy has been known in some 
cases lo cause premature de­ 
livery but there are many other 
causes that must be considered, 
in any delivery a breech presen­ 
tation carries an increased risk 
of suffocation of the baby if de­ 
livery is prolong ed. Some women 
aptiear to be especially likely to 
have twins more than once. The 
diag nosis of twins can usually be 
made before delivery and ade­ 
q uate preparations made to save 
the lives of both babies.
